Through the establishment of the 
line of communication 
canteens in 
France the American Red Cross is set­ 
ting records in serving hot coffee, co­ 
coa and sandwiches to the troops. One 
i of these refreshment units made an­ 
other new record recently, serving 
more than 50,000 meals in one week . 
At another a cup of coffee was served 
every ten seconds fur a period of two 
consecutive hours. 
In a single week these lines of com­ 
munication canteens often serve 80,000 
; American and French soldiers. 


Soldiers in Box Cars. 
Do our soldiers and their allies real- 
ly want this form of Red Cross serv­ 
ice? 
A letter from a young American 
aviator, a 1017 graduate of Princeton 
University, 
is 
probably 
typical.

might be added that this man has since 
been reported k illed after bringing 
down a German Taube. 
“A 50 mile 
train ride over here,” he said, “instead 
of tak ing a few hours may tak e « lays.

It is not always possible for a regi­ 
ment to provide sufficient food and hot 
cofloe on these long journeys, where 
the men must often be pack ed stand- 
j ing Into unheated box cars ordinarily 
j used for carrying horses.

Henry Clews o n the War 
J ^J SNRY CLEWS, In his weekly financial rep ort, has the following to say 
regarding the war and the Liberty loan: 
The comp arativ e quietness 
Still ruling at the front suggests p rep arations for a renewed driv e by the 
enemy against the Allies. 
The fact that this has not occurred earlier is 
pro o f o f the ex haustion which followed the p rev ious driv e, as well as the 
difficulties to be ov ercome in carry ing out the original objectiv e of the 
German fo rces. 
One thing is quite certain and that is, that in sp ite of 
gro und lo st by the Allies in the Soip nie district, their morale has not been 
impaired but has o n the contrary steadily risen, while that of the Germans 
has as steadily fallen. This result is attributable to the terrific p rice in 
liv es paid by the Germans, and to disap p ointment at their failure to ov er­ 
co me Allied resistance. Germany is conscious that the chances of winning 
this war are rapidly fading now that American troop s are going across in 
ev er increasing numbers. 
Secretary Baker made the significant admission 
that mo re than half a million American soldiers are now in France, and 
there is reaso n fo r believ ing that during 19 18 we are likely to hav e fully 
a millio n o v er there. German leaders refuse to admit their doom is 
sealed, and in bitterness of sp irit they p refer to wreck ev ery thing within 
reach rather than submit to the inev itable. 
The longer Germany p rolongs 
the war the mo re sev ere and p ermanent the self-inflicted disaster will p rov e. 
Grmany ’s rulers bro ught down up on their country the bitterest hatred 
ev er co nceiv ed. 
It was made in Germany , and Germany must suffer the 


penalty o f its crime. 
The ex trao rdinary success of the Third Liberty Loan should Imp ress 
upo n the enemy th e utter hop elessness of carry ing on the war. 
We raised 
1b a few sho rt weeks nearly $4,000,000,000 in money contributed by 17 , 
000,000 o r mo re subscribers. 
The enthusiasm disp lay ed In taking the 
ldan far ex ceeded all ex p ectations, and must be interp reted as a remarkable 
demo nstratio n o f American earnestness and unity in the determination to 
dkfry o n the war to a successful conclusion. 
If the German p eop le really 
Understo o d the mind of the Allies, this war would quickly end. 
The high tide o f monetary strain incident to the huge loan and ex traor­ 
dinary tax pay ments has been safely p assed. 
Such enormous transactions 
in so sho rt a perio d o f 
time hav e nev er been attemp ted before in the world's 
hWto ry , y et the who le o peratio n 
was successfully accomp lished with scarcely 
a' ripple in the financial district. 
From now on the money m arket should 
be better able to take care of itself and funds should be less stringent until 


preparatio ns are In order for the nex t loan In the autumn. 
At present the war is costing at the rate of ap p rox imately $40,000,000 
a day and this rate of ex p enditure is likely to keep up indefinitely . 
We are 
still lending large sums to the Allies; the cost of the war tends to increase 
rather than diminish, and additional sums will be required for the ship ­ 
building driv e, since without ship s and more ship s the war cannot be suc­ 


cessfully p rosecuted. 


Red Cro ss Driv e Co ming 
j^ENDING mo ney to the United States ceased for the time being when 
Illino is went ov er the top (nearly 50 p er cent ov er, accor ..ug to the 


latest repo rts) and won her Liberty Loan flag. 
Now Illinois is called up on to giv e money — not to the nation, but to 


the American Red Cross, 
The Red Cross quota for the state is $8 ,000,000— $6,000,000 for the 
Chicago Chap ter and $2,000,000 for the rest of the state. 
The Chicago 
Chap ter includes Cook and DuFage counties and some lake shore towns 
of Lake County . 
The officials of the Red Cross seek to raise the money in eight day s 
(including o ne Sunday )— a million a day . 
It means about $1.25 each for 
all the peo ple of the state, but of course not all can or will giv e. 
Besides 
Ihe co llectio n is no t to be made on a p er cap ita basis; p eop le will be asked 
to giv e according to their means. 
The state subscribed $235,000,000 (or more) to the Third Liberty 
Loan. 
That is to get the state’s quota of fighting men into the war and 
maintain them there. 
The $8 ,000,000 asked by the Red Cross is but 3.4 
p er cent of that sum, and it is to care for the sick and the wounded and 
help those left fatherless or dep endent by the war. 
There is no need to talk about the work of the Red Cross; it is too 
well known to need discussion. 
Its officials hav e named the sum needed. 
T^$.thlng to do is to get it for them, and get it quickly . 
The driv e for the fund is to be from May 20 to 27 ; both inclusiv e. Each 
P0f(ton in that time should be seen and giv en the op p ortunity to contribute. 
Subscrip tion to the Liberty Loan was made a test of p atriotism; sup p ort of 
the Red Cross is that, and a test of humanity as well.

Jp OPULARITY and adap tability of the motion p icture show has brought it 
,^to the front ranks as a war aid. 
In England trav eling films are to tour 
-r ♦ • • * 
the remote districts carry ing their p ictured message of Great Britain’s war 
work. 
The trav eling cinema is a huge motor car equip p ed with a p owerful 
motion p icture machine. 
A screen is set up outdoors and war films are 
ex hibited to crowds of enthusiastic p eop le. 
The p ictures show scenes from the front, fly ing squadrons in formation, 
tanks in action, war work factories, and so on through all sorts of military 
and civ ilian war activ ities. 


One of these earn has already made its first tour and demonstrated its 
v alue in the mining region where the miners watched the p ictures with 
keen interest and enthusiasm. The cars are manned by v eterans discharged 
from serv ice on account of p ermanent p hy sical disabilities. 
As a means of p rop aganda the mov ie is a huge success. 
In the United 
States it p rov ed almost indisp ensable in the third Liberty loan camp aign. 
The go v ernment train that toured Nebraska, Missouri, Kansas and Okla­ 
ho ma. carry ing war imp lements, also carried its mov ing p icture machines 
and films, and the addresses of the Liberty loan boosters were illustrated 
and made more forceful. 


War mov ies are beginning to be shown in the p icture houses almost 
•v arywhere 
No doubt the gov ernment will find it worth while ere Jong tc 


make these films more easily obtainable and more up to date, in order that 
war facts and war information may be more generally sp read. 
Here in this community , the mov ing p icture show is beginning to be 
more p op ular than ev er. 
The wip ing out of the saloons means much for it. 
Op p ortunity is now op ened up here to make the p icture shows more full of 
facts and information, more p rofitable to the p rop rietors and more accep t­ 
able to the p eop le. 
In these times of war, the truth is stranger than fiction,

Co mmercial Wo o d*. 
Our commercial woods are divided 
into two large classes—the hardwoods, 
er woods from broad-leav ed trees, and 
the softwoods, or conifers, which are 
woods from trees with needle or scale­ 
like leaves.

"hardwood” and “softwood” giv e a 
wrong imp ression, howev er, for some 
so-called softwoods, as y ellow p ine and 
tamarack, are considerably harder than 
many hardwoods; and some so-called 
hardwoods — for ex amp le, cottonwood 
and basswood—are almost as soft as 
the sofest conifers. These terms hav e 
been in use so long, howev er, that 
their meaning Is well established.

France. The letter is: 
'Mr. DerKinderen gave me a very 
pleasant surprise. I never though he 
would be able to come. On his arrival 
he said he could only stay 
an hour, 
but he stay ed three and promised to 
come on Sunday and bripg a friend, 
but he was unable to do so. I th or­ 
oughly enjoy ed his visit. He told me 
several things which had puzzled me. 
I though it was very nice of him 
to 
come here when th ere was so much in 
London to see. H e said he wanted to 
see » country village, and said he en­ 
joy ed every minute of the time. He 
looks a ty pical American, although 
he is a Belgian. I think he is 
near 
Southampton, and if he is he is com­ 
ing again. 
The day after he was here I had 
two Canadian soliders 
from Epsom 
hospital— fine men and most interest­ 
ing, educated and refined. They said 
it was their first glimpse of 
refine­ 
ment since they left home two y ears 
ago. I knew they were coming so 
I 
made an “ American apple pie.” They 
were so pleased. They hatf volunteer- 
e r with great enthusiasm, 
but said 
tha t had been knocked out of them. 
Our boy s who come home on leave 
say it is impossible for any one to im­ 
agine the “ Infe rno” of it, and it gets 
worse and worse. Strongest nerve go 
to pieces at times. 
Harry is strong 
phy sically and mentally , but he said 
th a t now and th en after being under 
shell fire for hours he waes up to the 
fact that he has nerves. Perhaps y ou 
can imagine what we are enduring at 
present. What will have happened by 
the time y ou get this letter God only 
knows. If only America had joined 
sooner we would not 
be in this fix . 
Our boy s are greatly 
outnumbered 
and are fighting to the death. 
They 
must, or be driven into the sea. It is 
hard to go about one’s daily duties in 
this crisis. God help our brave boy s 
and give cur generals wisdom.

Everythin g 
was very clean and sanitary, and 
some of the hospitals had sun par­ 
lors, which were well used, you can 
he sure. 
Some of the men made toys and 
fancy articles, such as b utton hooks 
and paper knives. 
They m ade the 
handles from empty shell eases, or 
shrapnel, or pieces of Zeppelins, or 
anythin g else picked up along the 
front. 
When they are getting well, the 
men learn harness-m aking, m echani­ 
cal drawing, telegraphy, gardening, 
poultry raising, typewriting, 
b ook­ 
keeping. and 
the men teach 
the 
nurses how to m ake canes out of 
shell cases, and rings of alum inum , 
and slippers and gloves out of b la n k ­ 
ets. 
» 
The nureso certainly work hard. 
They always have more to do than 
they ought to, b ut they never com­ 
plain. and are always cheerful and 
ready to play games when they have 
troops over and re-took the trench. , time, or read to some poilu.

No sooner had we entered it, how ­ 
ever, than the Germans turned their 
artillery on us, not even waiting for 
their own troops to retire safely. 
They killed num b ers of their own 
men in this way. B u t the fire was 
so heavy that, when they counter­ 
attacked, we had to retire again, 
and this time they kept after us 
and drove us b eyond the trench we 
had originally occupied. 
W e left them there, with our a r ­ 
tillery taking care of them, and our 
m achine guns trying 
to

them, and moved to the right. There 
was a b unch -of trees there, ab out j 
like a small woods, and as we passed, 
the Germans concealed in it opened 
fire on us, and we retired to some 
reserve trenches. 
We were pretty 
much scattered b y this time, and 
b adly cut up. 
We reformed there, 
and were joined b y other of our 
troops, in small groups— what was 
left of sq uads and platoons and sing­ 
ly. 
Our captain had got it a fifth 
time, meanwhile, b ut he would not 
leave us, as he was the ranking offi­ 
cer. He had a scalp wound, hut the 
others were in his arm s and shoul­ 
ders. He could not move his hands 
at all.

It is just as well that 
they do not get to the front line 
hospitals. God help the poor b lesses 
if they ever get up against

A few’ shells landed near our hos­ 
pital, while 1 was there, b ut no pa­ 
tient was hit.

The 
kitchen was near b y, an d it was just 
the chef’s luck tha t he had walked 
over to our ward to see a pal of 
his, when a shell landed plumb in 
the center of the kitchen, and all 
you could see all over the b arracks 
w'as stew.

Settlement of St. Lcuis. 
The first permanent settlement on 
the site of St. Louis was established 
in 1704 by Pierre Ligueste Laclede, 
according to a historian, but it was 
not until 108 years ago that the future 
city was incorporated as a town.

refuge in the Missouri city. St. Louis 
also had a large Irish-born contingent. 
For a time feeling ran high against 
the foreigners. The native American 
spirit was rampant and resulted in 
many bloody riots.
